Authorization for changes 1-4 in this examiner's amendment was given in a 
telephone interview with Mr. Tom Vesbit on May 10, 2005.

Claims 1-15 and 17 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to show a dual-locked, torqued, error proofed for 
installation, chuck free helical head restraint guide including a head restraint guide 
assembly further comprising at least two stems, a button sub assembly, and bezel, the 
stems further comprising a helix at one end of each stem and a multi-point socket head, 
an open wrench flat, and/or an internal tone head and crush ribs at the other end, in 
combination with other specifically claimed features. Regarding claim 9, the prior art of 
record fails to show a single-locked, torqued, error proofed for installation, chuck free 
helical head restraint guide including a head restraint guide assembly further comprising 
at least one stem and a bezel assembly; said system further comprising a helix at one 
end of said stem and a multi-point socket head or open wrench flats and crush ribs at 
the other end, in combination with other specifically claimed features. Regarding claim 
15, the prior art of record fails to show a head restraint guide including a bezel assembly 
with an axis, said bezel assembly adapted for installation in the stem, wherein the tracks 
are adapted to guide installation of the bezel assembly such that the axis of the bezel 
assembly can be tilted at a positive angle relative to the axis of the stem thereby 
ensuring proper alignment of the bezel assembly, in combination with other specifically 
claimed features.
